Leon plays organ all over the album (except on *). Ofien just providing a background “drone ” 
and then comes a small solo. Al Casey plays afine organ himself. You can hear it on the single 
Stacy 925 “Cookin VHotfoot ”. He plays pretty different from Leon, much more aggressive. 

Leon did not play on the chart single Stacy 962 “Surfin ’ Hootenanny/Easy Pickin ’ ” - the b-side were 
left off the album, and it was probably recorded in Phoenix with Al Casey playing the organ. 

Al Casey Combo was the usual name he used on his recordings, butfor the Surf in’ Hootenanny and 
singles, Casey dropped “Combo ” as it was Studio musicians playing. Stacy Records was situated in 
Chicago and this turned out to be the first and the last album they released.
